An In famo u s an d Ruinous Po licy 
— 
The Decision Held Bach fo r Po ­ 
litical Purposes. 


From Sunday’s Pioneer Pres*.] 


The secretaries of the interior and 
the commissioner of the general land 
office, w ith one ex ception, for eighteen 
years last past, hav e uniform ly held 
that the joint resolution of congress, 
approv ed May 31, 1870, created and 
gav e to the N orthern Pacific Railroad 
company a second indem nity b elt of 
ten miles in width on each side of its 
road. 
The railroad company, acting 
under the directions prescrib ed b y the 
secretary of the interior, b etween 1883 
and 1886, selected in said second in­ 
dem nity b elt in the State of Minnesota, 
372,011,47 acres of land; and such se- 
ections, were, at the tiiqe tfiey were 
made, du|y approv ed b y the registers 
and receiv ers of the local land offices 
and b y them fonv arded to the com m is­ 
sioner of the general land office. 
No 
action w hatev er has ev er b een taken 
b y the couimiseiuner ot the general 
land office or b y the secretary of the 
interior ujmjii these lists of selections. 
Aug. 15, 1887, Secretary Lamar, with 
full knowledge tfiat such selection lists 
were on file with the com m issioner of 
the general land office, and that no ac­ 
tion had b een taken thereon, and w ith­ 
out an ex am ination ittko tne m erits of 
the case, declared the lands so selected 
pub lic and sub ject to entry under the 
homestead 
and 
preem ption 
laws. 
Prior to this ruling b y Secretary I.ainar 
and after the selections had b een al­ 
lowed and approv ed b y the officers of 
the local land offices, the N orthern 
Pacific H&ilroad company sold large 
quantities of the land so selected, and 
the parties purchasing the same i» aid 
their money therefor in good faith and 
had 
made 
v aluab le im prov em ents 
thereon. 
The secretary’s decision de­ 
claring these lands pub lic and sub ject 
to the hom estead and pre-emption 
laws was mafip w ithout giv ing these 
purchasers an opportunity to assert 
their rights or protect their im prov e­ 
m ents. 
W ithin six m onths after the 
ruling of Aug. 15, 1887, b y Secretary 
Lam ar. 


OVER TH IR TEEN HUNDRED CLAIMS 


w erj filed in the land offices of Minne­ 
sota and Dakota lands selected and 
falling withifi tfie rujjng of >lr. Lam ar. 
Late in the fall of 188f an application 


w as made to Mr. L am ar b y the coun­ 
sel for the N orthern Pacific Railroad 
company for a rehearing upon the 
question as to w hether the joint resolu­ 
tion of May 31. 1870, created a second 
indem nity lim it. 
The application was 
allowed, and a rehearing had; and after 
the rehearing Mr. I^tinar, then secre­ 
tary of the interior, now one of the 
justices of 
guprepie court, ex press­ 
ed great doub t as to the correctness of 
hfc decision of Aug. 15, 1887, and finally 
concluded to certify the entire question 
to the attorney general of the U nited 
States for his opinion us to the con­ 
struction of that resolution. 
In A pril, 
1888, it was stated in the associated 
press disj» atches tji.it the attorney 
general had 
nearly 
completed his 
opinion, and that the opinion would l» e 
sent to the secretary of the interior in 
a few days. 
Hundreds of purchasers 
of these lands and settlers in the N orth­ 
west hav e l» een waiting since that 
tim e for that opinion. 
They were ad­ 
v ised, howev er, in May last, that the 
secretary of the Interior had requested 
the attorney general to withhold his 
opinion in order tha t the present sec­ 
retary of the interior, Mr. Vilas, m ight 
ex am ine the law and sub m it some 
further questions to the attorney gene­ 
ral thereon. Since tha t tim e the pub lic 
has heard nothing concerning this 
opinion. 


In the m eantim e hundreds of settlers 
upon the lands selected, as ab ov e 
m entioned, hav e b een m aking final 
proof In the land offices and receiv ing 
their pre-em ption certificates therefor. 
The N orthern Pacific Railroad com ­ 
pany applied to the registers and re­ 
ceiv ers of the local land offices and to 
the com m issioner of the general land 
office for permission to l» e heard in each 
of these cases, b ut its application has 
b een generally rejected. 
A t the 8t. 
Cloud 
land office alone ab out one 
hundred of such settlers were allowed 
to perfect their proofs afidgiv e certifi­ 
cates; and the railroad company and 
the purchasers from tha t company 
were denied the right to contest their 
elaim s. 
The letter of the acting com­ 
missioner, Mr. Anderson, rev erses all 
of these rulings, and entails upon the 
pre-emption claim ant, the purchaser 
from the railroad company and the 
company the ex pense and hardship of 
m aking another and second trip to the 
laud offices for the purpose of going 
ov er the ground a second tim e and 
settling w hat should hav e b een settled 
at the tim e tha t 
the pre-em ption 
claim ant applied to m ake final proof. 
This v acillating course pursued b y the 
adm inistration necessarily 
resulted, 
and will continue to result in the fu­ 
ture, in great injustice and hardship to 
all ]>ersons hav ing b usiness w ith the 
pub lic lands departm ent of the gov ern­ 
m ent; and it may b e* safely asserted 
tha t the opinion of the acting com m is­ 
sioner would not hav e b ec*n rendered 
had it not hav e b een for the decisions 
of Judges Sleeper and Brewer, which 
held tha t the joint resolution did 
create a second indem nity b elt. 
It is 
generally b eliev ed that Secretary Vilas 
requested the attorney general to w ith­ 
hold his opinion 


FOR PO LITIC A L PURPOSE O NLY. 


No other reason can oe assigned there­ 
for. 
W ere there other questions to l» e 
sub m itted a separate and second opinion 
could hav e b een required. 
The laain 
question would hav e b een settled and 
thousands of dollars sav ed to the set 
tiers. 
No sev erer arraignm ent of the 
policy of the gov ernm ent w ith respect 
to these lands could b e made than to 
quote the language of Judge Sleeper in 
his decision w ith regard to these lands 
rendered in the case of Clinton M orri­ 
son v s. W illiam Benson. 


TH E ACTING COMMISSIONER’S DECISION 
The following decision b y the acting 


com m issioner of the general laud of­ 
fice will b e of interest to settlers on 
the second indem nity lands of the 
N orthern Pacific Railroad company: 


W a s h i n g t o n , D. C., Oct. 20, 1888. 
— Register and Receiv er, St. Cloud, 
M inn.—Gentlem en; 
I t appears that a 
large num b er of entries and filings hav e 
b een adm itted b y your office for lands 
more than thirty and less than forty 
mile» fiom the line of the N orthern 
Pacific railroad as definitely located; 
and is, in w hat is known as the second 
indem nity b elt, which hav e b een se­ 
lected or applied for b y the company, 
no notice hav ing b een giv en to the 
company of the application for entry. 
Upon the pub lication of notice of 
intention b y the entry man to make 
final proof and perfect title to a num ­ 
b er of the tracts so filed upon and en­ 
tered, protests were filed in your office 
b y the N orthern Pacific Railroad com* 
¡any and b y {» ersons claim ing to hav e 
purchased the lands from said com­ 
pany, who asked to 
Ik* allowed to ap- 
!>ear at the dates fix ed for sub m itting 
final proof and show cause why the 
consum mation of the entries and filings 
should not b e perm itted. 
These protests were rejected b y your 
ofiice. and the right of the protestants 
to Ik* heard in the m atter was denied. 
W ith slight differences in the language 
used, the decision of your office deny­ 
ing the rights of the pmt« sU nta was 
m aterially like and Ikihn I on the com­ 
mon ground “ that th** >*aid N orthern 
Pacific Railruad company has not now, 
n ora t any tim e heretofore has had, 
any right or title in or to the sai« l 
describ ed land.” 
The protestants ap|« ealed, and the 
papers receiv ed with v arious letters 
fiom your office lieariug ilates fr« >m 
May 2*9 to Oct. 12, DX8. are now b e­ 
fore me. 
I am of the opinion that the action 
of your office in the m atter was er­ 
roneous, an« I that the question decided 
*y you, v iz: 
“ W hether the railroad 
company had or had not an interest in 
the lands," was one not m aterial to 
the m atter at i« u» ue. 
The question 
raised b y the protestants is. “ May the 
railroad coni|*any, or persons claim ing 
title to the lands inv olv ed as grantee of 
sai« l company, b e heard as protestants 
against the consummation of entries 
of pub lic lands. 
And I am of the 
opinion that when an entry man pub ­ 
lishes notice of his intention to perfect 
his claim he challneffft the whole 
world to dispute his right to do so; 
ami that any person or corpoiation has 
a right to respond, w hether presenting 
a rev erse claim <»r not. 
Should the 
protest a lit set up his own claim to the 
lami hi t tie hearing as a reason why the 
entry shouhl not 
I k* |» erfeeted, then 
the question restarting the v alidity. 
sui« eriority or sufficiency for the pur­ 
pose of such claim iKM-nines a m atter 
for determ ination. 
W hile the rea> ms assigned b y you 
f« » r refusing to allow the protestants to 
b e heard in ourrect h « far as the state­ 
m ent of fact is concerned, it is not 
sufficient to warrant your action; and 
the same is heirl» T ’ov erruled. 
The 
papers relating t«» Hr sev eral protests 
referred to arc h* t *-!»> returned to you 
for consideration In connection with 
snch testimony a*« may or may hav e 
b een presented in &up|*ort of the entries 
ami filings against which the protests 
are direct « si; and you will afford the I 
protestants op]» ortunities to b e heard, j 
ami tender such decisions as the law. 
the facts, the testim ony and the rules 
and regulation* anp)j®ab le to each 
case 
may 
w arrant, 
and otherw ise 
proceed in am m lance w ith the estab ­ 
lished practice. 
The instructions contained in the , 
letter of the secretary of the interior. ! 
dat« *d S*pt. 28. 18*8, a copy of which ' 
was forwarded to you with letter ‘ F.*’ 1 
of the 15th inst., are applicab le to the 
cases of this t iass. 


EFFEC T OF THE R ULING . 


U nder thealiov e ruling 100 cas« *s in ! 
which settlers hav e b een allowed to i 
make final proof upon N orthern l ’aci- 1 
fic second indem nity lands b y the ! 
register and receiv er of the St. Cloud 
land office, was rev ersed. 
As under 
the recent « lccision of Judge Brewer, 
it is settled that the N orthern Pacific 
Railroad company is entitle« ! to select 
lieu lamls w ithin the second indem nity 
b elt, it would apj*ear that where entries 
hav e l« een made uponseooud Indem nity J 
lands prev iously select« *« ! b y the rail­ 
road company, these entries will l» e 
canceled. 
The letter of the secretary 
of the interior of .Sept. 28, 1888. ami 
the com m issioner’s lettej “ F ” of the 
5th, to which reference is made in the 
ab ov e decision, re« piire that applica­ 
tions to make entry of second imlem- 
nity lands shouhl b e gov erned b y the 
same rules as applicab le to first indem ­ 
nity land, v iz: 
T hat the railroad com ­ 
pany shall b e notified of the applica­ 
tion to m ake the entry, and b e allowed 
thirty « lays w ithin which to file its ob - 
jections. 
The r« *gister and receiv er 
are require« ! to onler a heating to 
determ ine w hether the lamls are sub ­ 
ject to the com pany's right of selection; 
and if they are found so to b e. the ap­ 
plication shouhl b e rejt» ct« *« l. 
The ef­ 
fect of the land jnrficy instituted b y 
Secretary L am ar in 1887 lias lieen. not 
to throw open the indem nity lamls to 
settlers, b ut to encourage settlers to 
enter into contests w ith the railroail 
land grant 
con » orations, 
*n which 
ev ery adv antage has b een on the si« le 
of the corporation; and to throw* into 
doub t and confusion the title to all of 
this class of lands, am ounting in the 
case of the N orthern Pacific land grant 
alone to ev ery alternate section of land 
in a strip tw enty miles wide, and ex ­ 
tending from Ashland, in W isconsin, 
to Puget Sound, in W ashington terri- 
tory.

make such a decision during a heated 
candidacy for re-election, when popu­ 
lar sentiment throughout the district 
was against the injunctions.

Atto rney General Clapp o f Minneso ta de­

Wool is a p roduct of nearly nil p arts of the 
Cnioti.and a moment's thought will convince 
any one th a t if p rotection is l>eneficial it 
could not l*e ap p lied to any industry which 
would distribute its p rofits mow widely than 
would Is 1 done by a wool tariff. 
The entire urea devoted to sugar p roduc­ 
tion inthis country is not aslarge as ten Iowa 
township s, according to a statem ent made 
by ex-Governor Gear, of Iow a, in a congres­ 
sional debate last summer. In 50 years the 
entire sugar p roduction 
of 
the 
Cnited 
States has aggregated but $600,000,000, 
while in 15 years the duties up on th a t 
article 
have a mounted to $700,000,000. 
Every consumer of refined sugar to-day 
p ays u tribute of 
2 Vit <*entsa p ound to a sugar 
trust. 
In view of these undisp uted facts no 
tariff reformer can consistently assail the 
Rep ublican p osition, esp ecially as the Mills 
bill itself p rop oses a reduction of 15 ¡« or cent 
in the sugar tariff. 
The framers of the Mills bill well understood 
th a t consistency required them to make a 
heavy reduction in the sugar tariff, but they 
found that this would reduce revenues so 
greatly that wool could not then fie made free. 
So they determined to sacrifice the interests of 
the whole p eop le to the avarice of Southern 
sugargrowers. 
That cowardly evasion of 
duty was confessed by Congressman Drecken- 
ridgc, of Kentucky, and has l*een endorsed 
by the Democratic p arty. The ]>eop le will 
show their op inion of th at transaction by 
their votes in November.—Albany Journal.

too valuable to be utilised for ranges, 
and this ap p reciation in the value of 
the soil will tend to discourage the 
form atidn of great comp anies and 
the fsisturing of huge herds on ex­ 
tended tracts.—Exchange.

Now, since Judge Brewer’s decision 
in the Northern Pacific indemnity 
lands has been published, confirming 
Judge Sleeper’s decision in the mat­ 
ter, and now that the Commissioner 
of the land office has reversed the 
ruling of the St. Cloud land office in 
receiving final proofs of settlers on 
these lands, the settlers can readily 
see that the hardship imposed on 
them is not the result Judge Sleep­ 
er’s sustaining the injunctions against 
them, but the result of the erroneous 
ruling of Secretary Lamar, followed 
by equally gross errors on the part of 
the St. Cloud land office. 
Judge 
Sleeper saw that, the law being plain­ 
ly against the settlers holding these 
lands, it was not only legally right to 
hold as he did, but that it was vastly 
to the advantage of every settlers to 
have the matter settled at once, be­ 
fore they had been to greater ex­ 
pense. The settlers should now re­ 
lieve Judge Sleeper of all blame for 
this hardship and place the responsi­ 
bility where it belongs. 


HOW IT WORKS! 


An Infamous and Ruinous Policy— 
The Decision Held Bach fo r Po­ 
litical Purposes. 


From Sunday’s Pioneer Press.] 
The secretaries of the interior and 
the commissioner of the general land 
office, with one exception, for eighteen 
years last past, have uniformly held 
that the joint resolution of congress, 
approved May 31, 1870, created and 
gave to the Northern Pacific Railroad 
company a second indemnity belt of 
ten miles in width on each side of its 
road. The railroad company, acting 
under the directions prescribed by the 
secretary of the interior, between 1883 
and 1886, selected in said second in­ 
demnity belt in the State of Minnesota, 
372,011,47 acres of land; and such se- 
ections, were, at the tiiqe they were 
made, duly approved by the registers 
and receivers of the local land offices 
and by them forwarded to the commis­ 
sioner of the general land office. No 
action whatever I r i s ever beep taken 
by tile commissioner ot the general 
land office or by the secretary of the 
interior upon these lists of selections. 
Aug. 15, 1887, Secretary Lamar, with 
full knowledge that such selection lists 
were on file with the commissioner of 
the general land office, and that no ac­ 
tion had been taken thereon, and with­ 
out an examination into the merits of 
the case, declared the lamia so selected 
public and subject to entry under the 
homestead 
and 
pre-emption laws. 
Prior to this ruling by Secretary Lamar 
and after tile selections had been al­ 
lowed and approved by the officers of 
the local land offices, the Northern 
Pacific Railroad company sold large 
quantities of the land so selected, and 
the parties purchasing the same paid 
their money therefor in good faith and 
had 
made 
valuable improvements 
thereon. The secretary’s decision de­ 
claring these lands public and subject 
to the homestead and pre-emption 
laws was motif without giving these 
purchasers an opportunity to assert 
their rights or protect their improve­ 
ments. Within six months after the 
ruling of Aug. 15, 1887, by Secretary 
Lamar. 


OVER T H IR T E E N H U N D R ED CLAIM S 
were filed in the land offices of Minne­ 
sota and Dakota lands selected and 
falling within tlje ruling of Mr- Lamar. 
Late in the fall of 188f an application 
was made to Mr. Lamar by the coun­ 
sel for the Northern Pacific Railroad 
company for a rehearing upon the 
question as to whether the joint resolu­ 
tion of May 31, 1870, created a second 
indemnity limit. The application was 
allowed, and a rehearing had; and after 
the rehearing Mr. I^ainar, then secre­ 
tary of the interior, now one of the 
justices of the supreme court, express­ 
ed great doubt as to the correctness of 
btl decision of Aug. 15, 1887, and finally 
concluded to certify tile entire question 
to the attorney general of the United 
States for his opinion as to the con­ 
struction of that resolution. In April, 
1888, it was stated in tile associated 
press dispatches tfiqt th© attorney 
general hail 
nearly 
completed his 
opinion, and that the opinion would lie 
sent to the secretary of the interior in 
a few days. 
Hundreds of purchasers 
of these lands and settlers in the North­ 
west have l>een waiting since that 
time for that opinion. They were ad­ 
vised, however, in May last, that the 
secretary of the interior had requested 
the attorney general to withhold his 
opinion in order that the present sec­ 
retary of the interior, Mr. Vilas, might 
examine the law aud submit some 
further questions to the attorney gene­ 
ral thereon. Since that time the public 
has heard nothing concerning this 
opinion. 
Iii the meantime hundreds of settlers 
upon the lands selected, as above 
mentioned, have t>een making final 
proof In the land offices and receiving 
their pre-emption certificates therefor. 
The Northern Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany applied to the registers and re­ 
ceivers of the local land offices and to 
the commissioner of the general land 
office for permission to be heard in each 
of these cases, but its application has 
been generally rejected. At the St. 
Cloud 
land office alone about one 
hundred of such settlers were allowed 
to perfect their proofs afidgivc certifi­ 
cates; and the railroad company and 
the purchasers from that company 
were denied the right to contest their 
elaitus. The letter of the acting com­ 
missioner, Mr. Anderson, reverses all 
of these rulings, and entails upon the 
pre-emption claimant, the purchaser 
from the railroad company and the 
company the expense and hardship of 
making another and second trip to the 
land offices for the purpose of going 
over the ground a second time and 
settling what should have been settled 
at the time that the pre-emption 
claimant applied to make final proof. 
This vacillating course pursued by the 
administration necessarily resulted, 
and will continue to result in the fu­ 
ture, in great injustice and hardship to 
all persons having business with the 
public lands department of the govern­ 
ment; and it may be* safely asserted 
that the opinion of the acting commis­ 
sioner would not have been rendered 
had it not have been for the decisions 
of Judges Sleeper and Brewer, which 
held that the joint resolution did 
create a second indemnity belt. It is 
generally believed that Secretary Vilas 
requested the attorney general to with­ 
hold his opinion 


FOK P O L IT IC A L PU R PO SE O N LY . 
No other reason can tie assigned there­ 
for. Were there other questions to be 
submitted a separate and second opinion 
could have been required. 
The lwain 
question would have been settled and 
thousands of dollars saved to the set 
tiers. No severer arraignment of the 
l>oliey of the government with respect 
to these lands could be made than to 
quote the language of Judge Sleeper in 
his decision with regard to these lands 
rendered iii the case of Clinton Morri­ 
son vs. William Benson. 


T H E A CTIN G COM M ISSIO NER’S DECISION 
The following decision by the acting 


commissioner of the general land of­ 
fice will be of interest to settlers on 
the second indemnity lands of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad company: 


W a s h i n g to n , D. C., Get. 20, 1888. 
—Register and Receiver, St. Cloud, 
Minn.—Gentlemen: It appears that a 
large number of entries and filings have 
been admitted by your office for lands 
more than thirty and less than forty 
miles from the line of the Northern 
Pacific railroad as definitely located; 
and is, in what is known as the second 
indemnity belt, which have been se­ 
lected or applied for by the company, 
no notice having been given to the 
company of the application for entry. 
Upon the publication of notice of 
intention by the entry man to make 
final proof and perfect title to a nuin- 
l)er of the tracts so filed upon and en­ 
tered, protests were filed in your office 
by the Northern Pacific Railroad com­ 
pany and by persons claiming to have 
purchased the lands from Haiti com­ 
pany, who asked to lie allowed to ap­ 
pear at the dates fixed for submitting 
final proof and show cause why the 
consummation of the entries and filings 
should not lie permitted. 
These protests were rejected by your 
office, and the right of the protestants 
to be heard in the matter was denied. 
With slight differences in the language 
used, the decision of your office deny­ 
ing the rights of the protestants was 
materially like and tatted un the com­ 
mon ground “that the said Northern 
Pacific Railroad company has not How, 
norat any time heretofore has had, 
any right or title in or to the said 
described land.” 
The protestants a p p le d , and the 
papers received with various letters 
from your office baring dates from 
May 29 to Get. 12, 1888. are now be­ 
fore me. 
I itiu of the opinion that the action 
of your office in the matter was er­ 
roneous, and that the question decided 
•y you, viz: 
“ Whether the railroad 
company had or had not an interest in 
the lamb,” was one nut material to 
the matter at issue. 
The question 
raised by the protestants is, “ May the 
railroad company, or persons claiming 
title to the lands involved as grantee of 
said company, be heard as protestants 
against the consummation of entries 
of public lands. 
And I am of the 
opinion that when an entryman pub­ 
lishes notice of his intention to perfect 
his claim he chnUneges the whole 
world to (Iinput* ids right to do so; 
and that any person or corporation has 
a right to respond, whether presenting 
a reverse claim or not, Should the 
protestant set up his own claim to the 
land h i the hearing as a reason why the 
entry should not be j**rfectcd, then 
the question respecting the validity, 
superiority or sufficiency for the pur­ 
pose of such claim becomes sm atter 
for determination. 
While the reasons assigned by you 
for refusing to allow the protestants to 
be heard iii correct so far as the state­ 
ment of fact is concerned, it is not 
sufficient to warrant your action; and 
the same is lien b y ‘overruled. The 
papers relating to tic several protests 
referred to are hereby returned to you 
for consideration Iii connection with 
such testimony as may or may have 
been presented in support of the entries 
and filings against which the protests 
are directed; and you will afford the 
protestants opportunities to be heard, 
and tender such decisions as the law, 
the facts, the testimony and the rules 
and regulations applicable to each 
case may warrant, 
ami otherwise 
proceed in accordance with the estab­ 
lished practice. 
The instructions contained in the 
letter of the secretary of the interior, 
dated Sept. 28. 1888, a copy of which 
was forwarded to you with letter “F.” 
of the 15th inst., are applicable to the 
cases of this claes. 


E FFE C T O F THE RU LIN G . 
Under the a1 mite ruling IOO cases in 
which settlers have been allowed to 
make final proof upon Northern Paci­ 
fic second indemnity lands by the 
register and receiver of the .St. Cloud 
land office, was reversed. As under 
the recent decision of Judge Brewer. 
it is settled that the Northern Pacific 
Railroad company is entitled to select 
lieu lands within the second indemnity 
belt, it would appear that where entries 
have l»een made upon second Indemnity 
lands previously selected by the rail­ 
road company, these entries will be 
canceled. The letter of the secretary 
of the interior of Sept. 28, 1888, aud 
the commissioner’s lette.i “ F ” of the 
5th, to which reference is made in the 
above decision, require that applica­ 
tions to make entry of second indem­ 
nity lands should be governed by the 
same rules as applicable to first indem­ 
nity land, viz: That the railroad com­ 
pany shall be notified of the applica­ 
tion to make the entry, and be allow ed 
thirty days within which to file its ob­ 
jections. 
The register and receiver 
are required to order a hearing to 
determine w hether the lands are sub­ 
ject to the company‘s right of selection; 
and if they are found so to he, the ap­ 
plication should be rejected. The ef­ 
fect of the land jiolioy instituted by 
Secretary Lamar in 1887 has been, not 
to throw open the indemnity lands to 
settlers, but to encourage settlers to 
enter into contests with the railroad 
land grant corporations, in which 
every advantage has been on the side 
of the corporation; and to throw' into 
doubt and confusion the title to all of 
this class of lands, amounting in the 
case of the Northern Pacific land grant 
alone to every alternate section of land 
iii a strip twenty miles wide, and ex­ 
tending from Ashland, in Wisconsin, 
to Puget Sound, iii Washington tern- 
tory.

make such a decision during a heated 
candidacy for re-election, when popu­ 
lar sentiment throughout the district 
was against the injunctions. 
The at­ 
tacks made upon Judge Sleeper by

lished practice which has been disre­ 
garded in such a high handed man­ 
ner. But has this letter—this ruling 
of the Commissioner 
been made 
known by the St. Cloud office ? Does 
the St. Cloud Times publish it, or 
even admit it* Oh no, the informa­ 
tion came from Washington direct. 
These S t Cloud gentlemen were not 
desirous of having this matter known, 
at least, not until after election, and 
Mr. MacDonald, in his Daily Times, 
and in the interest of Mr. Holland, 
still keeps up his wail against Judge 
Sleeper, intimating just as broadly as 
he dares and escape the law of libel, 
that Judge Sleeper’s decision was un­ 
justly and corruptly rendered. Our 
readers and the voters of the 15th 
Judicial District in general will have 
no difficulty in seeing through the 
whole business.

The supreme court a t W ashington, ren 
dered a decision in the celebrated case o 
John 8. Kidd, plaintiff is error vs I. E. Pear 
son and 8. J. I x> ugh ran. Kidd was an lowt 
distiller, who claimed th a t under the stab 
prohibition law the state officials could not 
prevent the manufacture of intoxicating 
liquor for export to another state. H* 
sought to restrain the state officers froir 
closing up his distillery. He claimed thai 
be wa* licensed by the board of supervisorso!

The manufacture ol 
liquor within the state of Iowa wits no less a 
business within th a t state Iteeause the man 
ufacturer intended exporting it. 
It was 
clearly within the power of the state to regu­ 
late I lie manufacture of liquor within it# 
limits, whether for domestic or for foreign 
consumption. The petitioner made a grave 
error 
in

hol. The law contained a sweeping prohibi­ 
tion. and all that saved it from complete ab­ 
olition were the except ions in favor ofalcohol 
used for mechanical, medicinal, culinary and 
sacram ental purposes. The decision of the 
supreme court of Iowa is affirmed. 
A Des Moines telegram, reiering to this de­ 
cision, says: The supreme court * derision in 
the ease of Iowa vs. Kidd, or against the In­

ples, and someone asked him to pray for a 
poor family, the futher of which hail broken 
his leg; and the busy farmer said: 
“ I cannot 
stop now to pray, but you can go down into 
the cellar and get some corned beef, and but­ 
ter. and eggs, and potatoes; flint is all I can 
do now." Artist* may wish for our prayer*, 
but they also want, practical help from men 
who can give them work. 
Yon have heard *eore* of sermon* for all 
other kinds of suffering men and women, but 
I think this is the first Hermon ever preached 
that made a pica for the suffering men and 
women of American art. Their work is more 
true to nature aud life than any o fth e nias- 
terpieee* t hat have l*-come im mortal on the 
other side of the sea. but it is the fashion of 
American* to mention foreign artists, and 
to know little or nothing about our own 
Copley, mid Allston, and Inman, arid Greeu- 
ough, and Kens* t. Is-t the affluent fling out 
of their windows and into the back yard 
valueless daubs on canvas, and call in these 
splendid but unrewarded men. and tell them 
to adorn your walls, not only with th at 
which shall please the taste, but enlarge the 
mind and improve the morals arid save the 
souls of those who gaze upon them. 
Brooklyn, and all lither American cities, 
need great galleries of art, not only ojien 
annually for a few day* on exhibition, out 
which shall stand open all the year round, 
mid from early morning until IO o'clock at 
night, and free to all who would come and 
go. 
W hat a preparation for th* wear and 
tear of the day a five minutes’ look in the 
morning at seme picture th at will open a 
door into some larger realm than that in 
which our population daily d nidge!

We find that the lookout i 
men of locomotives 152 and 466 were guilty I 
of gross negligence in failing to report to 
their rp*j»ective engineers the red light a t the 
station us the train approached. The men j 
were placed on their respective engines as an i 
additional precaution, their *p.i*ial duty lie- j 
ing to lookout tor signals. The lookout man ! 
on 452 failed to see tar signal. The other one 
on 466 testified that, he saw it about 1,500 I 
feet from the station, and yet he reported nil | 
right to the engineer, and claims tliuf he did 
not think the red light meant anything as 
nobody used it.

Summer. After his arrest Summer swore 
before witnesses to tin* following confession: 
On the 2d of Oefolier I and Frank Randall 
saw the man Ziegler com ing up the river, and 
Frank said, “ 1s t us call him ashore arid pick 
a row with him,” and as Ziegler clime ashore 
Frank said, “ la in going to kill him” As the 
Imat touched the idiom Frank fired at him, 
aud he fell ami hallooed two or three times 
and tla-n fell over, partly .wit and partly in 
the boat and .-hovel Ila* boat off, and then 
ran. 
I ran with him up to Bird Straw ’s 
place. J 'rank wanted nm to go with him 
once before to kill him. 
Constable Bose IIn-ii went to the place ot 
the murder, and found their footprints and 
the print of the bottom of tim boat. where 
Randalls hail pulled i* ashore when he pulled 
Ziegler into if. The rifle used was a repent­ 
ing Winchester, 45 caliber. 
Randalls' lather 
stated that, the rifle had not Iss-n out, of tile 
house for a long time previous to the day ol 
the murder, wImp Frank took it with him 
when he went to look for their cows. 
I’poll 
nu examination of the rifle they found no 
sign of it being recently used, hut, Sumner 
also stated that Randalls had wiped it out 
on the way home. 
It is rumored around here 
that several year* ago Randalls shot his 
mother in the head, while she was lying in 
bed, with a pistol loaded with small gravel, 
but whether accidentally or intentionally 
cannot be ascertained.

West, the great painter, toiled in nnoppm-i- 
ntion till, lieing a great skater, while on the 
ice lie formed the acquaintance 
of Gen.

In the reign of Queen Ehz.n- 
bethit wa* the habit of some people to spend

In the reign ot Charles the First it 
was ordered by* parliament that alt pictures 
of Christ Isl burnt. 
Painter* were so badly treated and humili­ 
ated in the Ifeginning of the iHtli century 
that they were lowered Hear down out of t he 
sublimity of their art, and obliged to give 
minute account* of what they did with their 
colors, as n paintcis bill which came to pub- 
bratina in Scotland, in 1707, indicated. The 
painter had been touching up some old pic­ 
tures iii the chn reb. aud he scuds in this item­ 
ized lull to Die vestry: “To filling up a < bink 
iii the Red sen and repairing flu- da rn lure* to 
Pharaoh’* hosts;” “ to a new pair ot im lid*

na.-e.” So painters were humiliated clear 
down l**low the majesty of their art.

Great were 
the Dials of Quentin Mateys, who toiled on 
from Blacksmith # anvil! till as a painter he 
won w ide recognition. 
The first missionaries to Mexico made 
the fatal mistake of destroying pictures, for 
the loss of w hich art und religion m ust ex-er 
lament.

A Torch Light Procession Six Blocks 
Long. 
Brainerd was enveloped in a blaze 
of glory on Thursday evening last as 
it never was before. The principal 
residences were illuminated and also 
the business houses. At 7:15 the re­ 
publican forces began to assemble in 
front of Sleeper block and as fast ob 
they came tip they were handed 
torches. 
The line was formed on 
Sixth street with the uniform men in 
front. As fast as the men fell into 
rank they were provided with Roman 
candles. 
At the head of the column 
was the Brainerd baud, and the 
mounted officers were Wm. Seeley, 
Dr. Camp and Dr. Groves. 
At 8 
o’clock the column moved up Sixth 
street to Main and then to E a t 
Brainerd, where they were reinforced 
by the marching club of that place. 
On the return the line of men, two 
abreast, reached for a distance of six 
blocks and the effect was one of the 
grandest ever witnessed in this city. 
As the procession moved up Front 
street on the return hundreds of Ro­ 
man candles and rockets were dis­ 
charged and tho effect can be latter 
imagined than described. Arriving 
at the opera house the lino filed in 
and were seated ns far as jiossible in 
the parquet which had been reserved 
for them. 
The oj**ra house was 
packed and every available inch of 
standing room above and Indow was 
occupied and many were unable to 
gain admission. C. L. Spaulding, 
president of the republican club, 
introduced Mr. Donnelly in his usual­ 
ly pleasant manner, and as the speak­ 
er advanced he was greeted with 
deafening applause. 
Mr. Donnelly 
prefaced his sjieech with compli­ 
mentary remarks in relation to our 
city and the unusual turn-out. In­ 
deed, he thought that the demonstra­ 
tion would be highly flattering to even 
the cities of St. Paul or Minneapolis. 
After some preliminary remarks he 
proceeded to show up Mr. Shadrick’s 
record as connected with the Knights 
of Labor. In fact he stated that 
Shadrick had been kicked out of that 
order and that he was nothing but a 
high private in the rear rank when he 
did belong instead of organizer as he 
stated to the democrats on Monday 
night, 
“When I returned from the British 
Lsles I found a meeting called, made 
up from the Farmers’ Alliance and 
other labor organizations. The meet­ 
ing nominated me for governor. I 
did not think at the time that the pro­ 
ject was broad enough. It was broad 
enough in principles, but hardly 
broad enough as regards the finances. 
I went out and canvassed the state, 
and spent my own money. There 
was no money to further the campaign, 
as there was but $68 subscribed and 
but $16 in the treasury. I would not 
mention these humiliating facts were 
it not that I have been attacked from 
so many quarters. 
Well, the upshot 
was that the ticket was withdrawn. I 
did not ask them to do it, but the 
central committee did it from their 
own free will, I was then like the 
man in the “a man without a party.’’ 
I either had to fish or cut bait, so I 
went to the republican party. Now I 
said I had to choose a party, when the 
committee pulled the platform from 
under my feet. Well, there w*as the 
prohibition party. It is composed of 
good men and all that, but it was too 
much like my own party. 
There 
wasn't enough of it. 
I saw that the 
prohibition party couldn’t elect any 
one themselves. 
They could defeat 
somebody and it might be the wrong 
man. 
I found in this great national 
straggle that there wTas no time for 
side issues. In this great coming 
battle for the possession of the nation, 
the outcome or which holds the destiny 
of our beloved land, there is no time 
for hand organs and private views. 
A man must be fish, flesh or red 
herring. 
I do not want to say anything 
abusive about the democratic party, 
but I say that it is made up of two 
parties like one of these prodigies we 
sometimes find iii a hen coop—adoulie 
yolked egg. First, there is a liberal, 
representative party, who supported 
Stephen A. Douglas, of Illinois. On 
the other hand there is the conserva­ 
tive party. Iii the time of war many 
democrats went dow*n south and nobly 
fought for their flag; but let me re­ 
mind yon that there was another kind 
led by Yallandigham who tried to get 
soldiers of the north to desert their 
army, thereby strengthening
